The Madonna stands upon a road trod by the Padres in the Spanish Days, and 


finally used to connect San Bernardino and Los Angeles, In 1826, Jedediah Smith, seeking a river 
flowing westward, led a band of 16 trappers over this trail, They were the first Americans to enter 


California overland, 


Valley's ‘Madonna Of The 
Trail’ — Link With History 


She wears a sunbonnet and 
hardy clothes, around her skirts 
a little boy clings securely, a baby 
rocks in her arms, She forges 
a past to the future and she 
stands on one of the most con- 
tinuously traveled highways in 
California histroy, Ther are ten 


others just like her in states 
stretching from Maryland to 
California. 


She is the eleventh, and is 
called ‘‘Madonna Of The Trail,”’ 
her home is on Euclid Avenue 
and Foothill Boulevard, She has 
been there since 1929, She is a 
statue. 

At the time of her dedication, 
she joined a city of 5,000 peo- 
ple and was happily brought here 
by the National Society of the 
Daughters of the American Re- 
volution, San Antonio Chapter 
of Ontario and Upland, The Los 
Serranos chapter of Ontario and 
Upland, National Old Trails 
Roads Association, Upland civic 
groups and the Upland Chamber 
of Commerce, 

Two famous peorie were in- 
volved with her dedication, Mrs, 
Theodore Jesse Hoover, sister- 
in-law of Herbert Hoover and 
Harry Truman, then a judge and 
president of the National Old 
Trails Association, he dedicated 
the figure, 

Ironically enough on her ded- 
ication day, Feb, 1, 1929, sunny 
California was raining, In the 
other states, the days had been 
bright and sunny, but she faced 
@ weepy sky, 

Although akeen disappointment 
ran through the assembled group, 
their enthusiasm would not be 
dampened, 

While hundreds of automobiles 
lined the streets a pageant telling 
of the progress of pSerty years 
was depicted in a tspan- 
ned the history of transportation 
from Indians on ponies to the 
aeroplane and car, a come= 
munities ge and brought 
floats and displays of historical 
significance, :

The ‘‘Madonna Of The Trail,’’ 
joins hands with ten other pioneer 
women who overlook the cities 
in which they have been placed, 
each tells her story in her own 
way. They are located in Beth- 
esda, Maryland; Washington 
County, Pa; Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia; Springfield, Ohio; Rich- 
mond, Ind,; Vandalia, Ill.; Lex- 


ington, Mo.; Council Grove, 
Kans,; Lamar, Colo,; Albuquer- 
que, N. Mex,; and Springville, 
Ariz, 

She was the eleventh and last, 
and her heritage in the base tells 
of a trail trod by the Padres 
in Spanish Days, then passing in= 
to the hands of Mexico and fin- 
ally becoming a California link 
between San Bernardino and Los 
ican Post Road,

Homeowners: ‘Have No 
Voice In Eco Decision’ 


The word ‘‘environment”’ has 
been kicked around quite a bit 
in the past year and members 
fo the Upland Homeowner’s As- 
sociation feel that residents in 
the area have also been under the 
heel of local guidelines set up 
for the protection of the envie 
ronment, 

In an article published in the 
“Homowner,”’ a monthly publi- 
cation of the Upland Homeowner's 
Association, president Norman 
Day said, “The residents of Up- 
land have no voice in controlling 
our environment,” 

He cited recent decisions of 
the Upland Planning Commission 
to ‘‘over rule’ recommendations 
of the Environmental Assessment 
Committee and not require that 
an Environmental Impact Ree 
port be submitted before grant- 
ing Conditional Use Permits 
for construction in the city, 

The article stated, ‘‘the City of 
Upland has an Environmental Ase 
sesament Committee composed 
of Lee Travers, director of ade 
ministrative services; Rod An- 
derson, director of pons j and 
Fred Blanchard, city engineer, 
Their function is to review all 
new projects in Upland and de- 
cide if these will have an ade 
verse affect on our environment, 
This year they have reviewed 
19 new projects, Their fin s 
are; eight single family resie 
dential projects, one warehouse, 
one restaurant, = see 
building and one minium 
will not affect our environment,’”” 
However four condominiums, one 


meee one restaue 
rant and one apartment 
complex were zmined by the 


Committee to have a possible 
adverse affect on the environ- 


ment and it was determined that 
a full Environmental Empact Re- 
port be submitted before approval 
for construction be given, 

The Homeowners reportedthat 
the Planning Commission “‘over- 
ruled’’ the Assessment Commit- 
tee’s report six out of seven 
times and have thus far only 
required that one Impact Ree» 
port be filed, 

‘The truly frustrating part 
is that our environment is being 
controlled by appointed, not elece 
ted, officials and environmental 
assessment reports are not even 
public hearings,’ the article 
said, 

Upland’s guidelines for filing 
Environmental findings are cone 
ducted in two stages, First, when 
a contractor wishes to gain per- 
mission to work On a non-mini- 
sterial project (any project that 
requires city approval) he must 

ay a $35.00 fee and fill out an 
cnvironmental Assessment 
questionnaire, This six page form 
asks pertinent questions about 
the nature of the building and 
if any natural habitats of plants 
and animals would be so dise 
turbed #0 as to cause the death 
or extinction of same and if the 
species are already endangered, 
The Form goes into possible 
resulting se and air pollu- 
tion caused by the completed 
project, 

After being filled out, the form 
is submitted to the Environmental 
Assessment Committee for 
study. If it is determined that 
the project will not have a de- 
trimental effect on the envi- 


Mayor Attacks TV Media

Members and guests of the Up- 
land Chamber of Commerce's 
recent breakfast ‘meeting were 
given more to think about than 
the choice of Canadian bacon 
or sausage with their scrambled 
eges. 

What was billed as a rather 
typical breakfast meeting with 
Upland Police Captain Pete Smith 
as the guest speaker was aug- 
mented by an appearance by Up- 
land’s Mayor Abner Haldeman 
and Daily Report City Editor 
Bernie Nellis, 

in a six and one half minute 
address, Mayor Haldeman lashed 
out at television press coverage 
of the recent meeting of the 
League of California Cites which 
he attended in San Francisco, 
Stating that the tv cameras gave 
a “‘slanted’’ approach to the 
meetings’ business by dwelling 
on a speech by San Diego Mayor 
Petre Wilson which covered the 
topic of possible Presidential 
impeachment proceedings, Hal- 
deman stated flatly that no action 
had been taken for or against 
the impeachment issue, 

Haldeman also found fault with 
the television media and the Los 
Angeles Times in their coverage 
of the League’s stand on the 
controversial Prop, | tax ini~ 
tiative, 

While noting that ample cover- 
age was given to economist 
speaker John Kenneth Galbraith 
who opposes the proposition, lt- 
tle was mentioned about the gov- 
ernor’s speech the day before, 

Haldeman said that Gov, Rea- 
gan gave “a fully documented 
speech’® and that the proposi- 
tion had the unsolicited aid of 
44 leading economists from all 
over, the country, **Whether 
you liké it or not, I’m voting 
for Prop, 1,”"* Haldeman said, 
The remark was not followed 
by applause, 

Following the Mayor’s 7;30 
asm, address, Daily Report City 
Editor, Bernie Nellis, spoke 
briefly on the recent Environ- 
mental Protection Agency’s rul- 
ing for the reduction of smog 
in Los Angeles and particular- 
ly the West End area, 

Reading from an article pub- 
lished in the Los Angeles Times, 
Nellis centered his remarks on 
the proposed parking surcharge 
and suggestions that preferen- 
tial parking treatment be given 
to car~pool participants; and the 
proposed gas rationing for the 
year 1977 that would mit daily 
travel by car to 13 miles, Nellis 
pointed out that the rulings hit 
the individual citizen the hardest 
and that the recommendations 
were obviously geared to encour- 
age the use of public transpor- 
tation, Nellis further stated that 
the cost of public transportation

However, Smith noted that 
through public awareness and in- 
creasing a of the public 
to get involved burglaries are 
going down, 

Day-light burglaries are the 
most common type due to the 
fact that in many homes both 
adults work and are away from 
the premises, In 1972, 366 homes 
were broken into with a large 
percentage being day-light vic- 
tims, More than $396,000 was 
loat in stolen property with only 
$147,000 recovered, 

Smith noted that homeowners 
who have used the ‘*Theft Guard” 
marking stencil to record their 
names and identification numbers 
on their valuables experienced 
far fewer burglaries, 

“A fence won't touch stolen 
property that has somebody's 
name on it,” Smith said, Smith 
also noted that use of the “Theft 
Guard” stencil is available free 
from the Police Station, 

With the approach of the 
Christmas Season, store owners 
were warned of the increase 
of shoplifters and given basic 


precautionary measures, Smith 
nored that the profeasional shop- 
lifter is rare in the area and 
that the majority of the cases 
reported involved juventies, 

Smith encouraged store owners 
to notify police when apprehend- 
ing a shoplifter noting that in 
many cagea the person caught 
has been stealing from many 
stores in the area or could be 
stealing to finance a narcotics 
habit, 

Smith credited recent public 
education programa such ae the 
“Burglary and You” slide pre- 
sentation being given by local 
service cluba and also public 
involvement with keeping the 
number of burglaries down, He 
emphasized that thé police are 
more than willing to come and 
investigate - suspicious cir- 
cumstances if only the public 
would call and report any 8a} 
picious or unusual occurances 
in the neighborhood, 

Smith noted that the dispatch- 
er asks for the nameofthecaller 
for general information about the 
incident but namea need not be 
given and if they are given are 
confidential and never revealed 
to suBpeEcta, 

Smith al#o noced that vandaliam 
is on the increase in the Upland 
area occuring in parke with stolen 
or defaced Axtures in the reat 
rooms and uprooted treea, Vane 
daliam also is increasing in the 
peers areas and un-occupied 
rnomes, Smith indicated that 
much of the vandaliam problem 
could be reduced if people in the 
area cared enough to call the 
police when they see something 
wrong, ‘“*The Police in a come 
munity are only a# good as the 
citizens themselvea,” Smith said 
“If the citizens would only call 
us, we could be that much more 
effective,” he said,

cil has not made a statement 
concerning the initiative, 

Mayor Haldeman is joined in 
his support of the initiative by 
the Cucamonga and Upland Chame- 
ber of Commerce, In a state- 
ment released by the Upland 
Board of Directors, it was noted 
that “‘The net effect of Propoe 
sition 1 is not to curtail need 
ded government service but to 
force state officials to evaluate 
all spending programs and ef- 
fect economy to the benefit of 
the tax payer,”” 

Along with the California State
